Judgment for 
Rupert Potato 
Men Reversed 

BOISE, June 11 (UPli— The Idaho 
nupreme court today reversed an 
eleventh district court Judgment 
which granted a damaga verdict of 
;S.4D0 to a Rupert potato growing 
partnership against a form machine 
firm. 

In doing so. the high court ruled 
that the lou of a crop that couldn't 
be harvested cannot be chark'ed 
against the seller of a potato piling 
machine.

'I will continue- to dbctiss the 
vital Issues that affect the sound, 
tleady growth of Idaho," he said, "I 
will not engage In a campaign of vll. 
Iflcallon. mud-illmtlng or thinly 
veiled slander. 

If successful. Smylle wlU be Ihi 
first governor lo succeed himself in 
office sinco 1B3B, when Gov. C, Ben 
Ross completed hia third successive 
term as Idaho's chief executive. In 
Rosa" day. the governor's term was 
only two years. ]n ItHf a constllu- 
Uonal amendment was adopted K 
tlx the governor's Urm at four years 
but barring him from succeeding 
himself. However, In 1959. the clec- 
lorale voled to ttrlke the 
cession provision from the consUlu- 
Uon. 

Tiie governor said In a slatemrnl; 
"Idaho haamade admirable atr Ides 
In' public school educnUon. In 
building our highway system, 
building adeijualely sUffed and 



ministered public and menUl healUi 
programa and In alrengthenlng our 
system of higher educaUon.

MOUNTAIN HOME, June 11— Art Smith, Elmore. county 
coroner, efiid WedncHday morning that a coroner'a jury had 
been chosen for an inquest' into the deaths of Mr. and Mra. 
Mark E. Kulp. Boise, and his stfltcr-in-law, Mrs. Bcs.iie Kulp, 
Denver, Colo., in an accident 10 miles west of Bliss Monday 
afternoon. The inquest is slated for Thuraday or Friday 
pendinjT the condition of the sole survivor in the car. Walter 
J. Kulp, 71, Denver, who rem ains in a critical condition at 
Gooding County HemoriiO 



hospital. Smith said the ^ 
tendinjT physician had re- 
fused pcrmfflflfon to sea Kulp 
who Is In'a semi-conscious slate. He 
received a ikull fracture. He la Im- 
proving, however, according lo the 
doctor. 

Smith ssid the purpose ot the In- 
quest la to determine, first of all, 
who wail' driving the car which went 
oft the road to the right, careened 
back Into the path of an oncoming 
car where Ii was struck broadside 
and plunced over a lO-toot embank- 
ment. The Identity o( the dead, 
cause of death and 'M'helher any 
negligence was involved miut also 
be esUbllshed. according to Smith.

■WASHINOTON, Juno II L!^-Tho 
White House aald today Insinuations 
Uiat Bernard Ooldtlne got preferred 
treatment from federal agencies be- 
cause of friendship with Sherman 
Adams "wUl be proved completely 
false." 

Press Secretary Jameg C. Hagerty 
aald the mailer will be quickly dis- 
posed of when Adams, chief aide 
to President Elaenhower, returns to 
Washington laler in the day ftom a 
New England fishing 'trip. 

Has Ike'i Confldstu* 
' Hagerty, added that Adams "has 
the complete confidence -of- the 
PresldenL" . 

Hagerty rftused to discuss 'tvl- 
dence produced by House Investigat- 
ors yetterdiy that oold fine, a Bos- 
ton Industrialist, paid almost 43,000 
in hot«l~bUU over the last lour 
years for Adams. 

Hagerty brought up tKG,«ubJect fit 
a news conference.

DENVER. June II Wl— The battle 
Is on to inve eastern Colorado's 
mmtl-mlUlDn-dollar wheat crop from 
dutructlon by grnAShoppers. 

Eight planes loaded with pol^oi 
are opera llng-over parta ot 0 million 
acres of cropland and pasture In 17 
counties.
